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DNR puts final touches on Smith Bridge 


Landfill owners demand return of 
$3.8 million from Crawford County

After four and one-half years of 
private ownership, the citizens of 
Crawford County may soon be the 
owners of ther own county landfill — 
AMAT. 

Cuy Management Corporation, an 
affiliate company of — City 
Environmental Services, Inc.of Waters 
(CESW), the current owners of the 
Maple Forest based landfill, has given 
the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners unul Thursday, May 
18 to respond to a written demand to 
return $3.8 million and other 
considerations and to resume 
ownership and responsibility for the 
CESW landfall. 

What further acuion would be taken 
by Cuy Management uf the county 
failstocomply has not been mentioned, 

The demand came as aresultof the 
commission's failure to pass a 
proposed amendment to the Crawford 
County Solid Waste Management Plan 
that would allow more counties to be 
added in which CES W could compete 
for waste. 

The amendment was defeated at 
the commissioners’ Tuesday, May 2 
regular meeting by a 3-3 ue vow. The 
three commissioners, Robert Smock 
Jr., Bruce Bretzke and Kathleen Black, 
that voted against the amendmeat all 
cited the lack of an on-site regulation 
enforcement mechanism as the 
primary reason for their vote. All 
three said prior and current violations 
of Michigan law by CESW need to be 
addressed before they could commit 
to. a “yes” vote for the amendment. 

Those commissioners voting in 
favor of the amendment were Dennis 
Long, Robert McLachlan Sr. andJohn 
Hartman. 
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Ironically, on the same day the 
three commissioners voted the 
amendment down due to a lack of law 
enforcement, a senior environmental 
engincer for the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources (DNR), sent a 
cerufied letter to CESW with the results 
of an earlier landfill inspection 
revealing the continuation of former 
violations and the discovery of new 
ones. 

John Ozoga of the DNR's Waste 
Management Division wrote, “On 
April 24, 1995, Department of Natural 
Resources staff inspected the CESW 
landfill ..... 

“The inspection revealed that the 
following operating requirements were 
in violation: 

1) Facility personnel indicated that 
solid waste was being received from 


Chippewa County. ChippewaCounty | 
waste is notapproved to be received at 
the CES W landfill under the Crawford 
County Solid Waste Management 
Plan, Failure to comply with the county 
pian is in violation of ..... Act 451 and 
the ‘State of Michigan Order to Cease 
and Desist’ issued by the Director on 
February 22, 1993. 

2) The groundwater cleanup 
system was reported to be shut off due 
to biological clogging problems. 
CESW has not submitted a proposed 
schedule to the Departrnent to start up 
the system again. Effectively 
maintaining the cleanup system is a 
Remedial Action Planrequirement.... 

3) The inspection revealed that the 
interim cover is not adequate in Cell B 
in violation of Rules 429 (6) and (7).

Two new Crawford County plat books 
create confusion for advertisers

With no new county plat book in 
more than four years, Crawford County 
currently has two being developed, 
both of which should be out by this 
fall, Advertising representatives from 
both plat book developers are contact- 
ing local businesses asking them to 
adveruse in their book. The Official 
Crawford County Plat Book is being 
developed locally by the county and 
was approved by the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners. The other 
plat book is being produced by 
Rockford Map Publishers of Illinois, 
which has published the plat books for 
Crawford County since the 1960s. 

The Official Crawford County Plat 
Book is the result of a county-wide 
computer mapping system that the 
county has been developing. The 
county has created various layers of 
specific geographic information in- 
cluding information on lakes and 
streams, local government boundaries, 
section lines, numbers and comers, 
various road types, railroad lines, air- 
ports and names for all features. Each 
type of information is one layer of a 
multi-layered map. The layers can be 
added or deleted in order to create a 
very customized map highlighting very 
specific information. 

At the May 2 county board meeting, 
commissioners approved the addition 
ofacomputerized property-parcel data 
layer to the county’s geographic 
computer mapping system. This in- 
formation can be used for economic 
development, transportation, recrea- 
tion, planning and zoning needs and 
many other uses. To help the county 
pay for the continued development of 
a local geographic mapping system, 
the county decided to publish and sell 
a county plat book. 

“Using the county’s computer 
mapping system, this property parcel 
information will be combined with 
existing computerized data on roads, 
lakes and streams to create a locally- 
developed plat book/land atlas that 
will be more complete, have increased 


accuracy, and be updated to current 
911 information,” wrote Dennis Long, 
commission chairman, in a letter to 
area businesses, local governments and 
organizations. 

The county hopes to recoup the cost 
of creating the maps and publishing 
the plat book through advertising sales 
and plat book sales. After the initial 
cost of data entry and publishing of the 
plat book are recovered, the proceeds 
will go to a scholarship fund for the 
Crawford County 4-H program. 

“The new and improved locally 
created plat book will keep all pro- 
ceeds in the arca,” wrote Long. 


Doug Hyde, a resource develop- 
ment specialist, has been assisting 
Crawford County in developing their 
computerized mapping system. Hyde 
said the development of a plat book is 
just one product of many that can be 
produced by the county’s computer- 
ized mapping system. 

“The plat book is not what's impor- 
tant,” said Hyde. “What the county is 
doing is developing a process that will 
be beneficial to local businesses, local 
government and others. They are 
creating a local data base that can be 
used over and over again for many 
different purposes. 

“A plat book is simply one way, one 
means, to help the county cover the 
costof the program,” said Hyde. “The 
property-parcel data layer is simply 


the next layer the county is adding to 
the system. 

By supporting the locally -developed 
plat book, advertisers and consumers 
are helping benefit themselves, said 
Hyde. The information is available 
locally and can be manipulated to 
highlight whatever is nceded and sized 
accordingly. 

“Down the road, some products the 
county could produce locally include 
lax maps, zoning maps, customized 
property maps, and more,” he said. 

The Grayling Regional Chamber of 
Commerce and the Crawford County 
Road Commission have already used 
the county’s computer mapping sys- 
tem to create the official county road 
map, which includes a map of public 
roads in the county, up-to-date road 
names, vicinity maps for the Grayling, 
Frederic, Lovells and Lake Margrethe 
areas and a road index for all areas. 


The development of the computer- 
ized mapping system was started with 
support from the 91] office, the county 
equalization department and a Michi- 
gan State University outreach grant. 
The MSU outreach grant funded cf- 
forts in five counties, including 
Crawford,Ogemaw, Alcona, Oscoda 
and Roscommon. InCrawford County, 
this allowed names of county roads to 
be updated to match the current 911 
information and the computerization 
of a private road layer. Further fund- 


ing from the chamber and the road 
commission allowed the development 
of the official county-road maps. 

The Official Crawford County Plat 
Book will be available to the public in 
lime for hunting season, said Hyde. 

The 1991 plat book, published by 
Rockford, was sponsored by the 
Crawford County 4-H Leader Asso- 
ciation. Rockford found another local 
sponsor for this edition, the Crawford- 
Roscommon Soil and Water Conser- 
vation District. 

Barb Stauffer, administrator of the 
Crawford-Roscommon Soil and Wa- 
ter Conservation District said they have 
been interested in sponsoring the 
county plat books for Crawford and 
Roscommon foracouple of years. We 
wanted to be next in line for sponsor- 
ing the plat book if anyone gave it up, 
said Stauffer. 

“No one ever gave it up until now,” 
said Stauffer. The Crawford-Roscom- 
mon Soil and Water Conservation 
District approved the contract with 
Rockford on Wednesday, May 3. On 
Tuesday, May 2, the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners authorized 
the publishing of their own plat book. 

Richard Dummer, Sales Manager 
of Rockford Map Publishers said, the 
Rockford plat book will tentatively be 
available in mid-summer. The infor- 
mation in Rockford's plat book will be 
obtained from public records at the 
Crawford County Equalization Office.

DOODLES FROM 


Before I gathered any materials or 
started the actual carving to crate a 
full-sized passenger pigeon, I gathered 
some basic information and made a 
trip to the Hunting and Fishing Visitor 
Center at Mitchell State Park in 
Cadillac to look at and photograph the 
three mounted specimens they have in 
their exhibits. Those mounts were 
done in 1875, and while the colors 
were muted, they provided additional 
visual information not apparent in 
drawings or paintings. 

An individual passenger pigeon was 
14 to 17 inches long with a 20-inch 
wingspan, and since they gathered 
together in huge flocks (an 
ornithologist, Alexander Wilson 
estimated one flock numbered 2,230 
million birds) they were so numcrous 
that a passing flock would blot out the 
midday sun. In one nesting arca in 
Wisconsin, an estimated 136 million 
birds bred within an arca of 850 square 
miles. In 1687, the enormous flocks 
around Montreal had so damaged the 
crops of the French colonists that 
starvation wasa genuine threat. It was 
reported that droppings in their nesting 
areas were several inches deep and sa 
toxic as to prevent new plant growth 
for several years, and they nested 
together in such vast numbers that tree 
limbs would break under their weight. 

Passenger pigeons did not really 
migrate, but rather moved, sometimes 
long distances, when food became 
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difficult to find. Prior to 1850, the 
birds were secn in large numbers 
throughout their range, but as the 
virgin forest fell before the ax and 
human population reached nine to 11 
per square mile, their numbers started 
declining. Coupled to the destruction 
of habitat was uncontrolled market 
hunting. Between mid Marchand mid 
August, in 1878, 1,750,000 birds were 
shipped via railroad from Petoskey. 
The birds were packed 500 to a barrel 
to provide somc indication of the extent 
of the hunting done for market. As 
you can gucss, pigcons were good to 
cal. 

In 1914, the last passenger pigeon 
died at the Cincinnati Zoo and another 
species disappeared into the limbo of 
extinction. Many people bemoan their 
passing, but the question asked and 
answered by Paul A. Herbert in his 
September 1973 article in Michigan- 
Out-Of-Doors magazine was, “If a 
flock should appear only half as large 
as the one that nested near Petoskey, 
would it survive? Would it be 
welcome?” His answer was “no.” 
“Such a flock would not be welcomed 
by farmers whose crops it would 
devour. 1t would not be welcome by 
the tourists, residents or businessmen 
as the droppings would spatter cars, 
homes, sidewalks, and vegetation. Nor 
would our present use of land sustain 
a large flock, even if we were willing 
to put up with their nuisance.” 
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BIG TIME SPORTS means big 
time pressure. 

Amateur analysts are having a field 
day studying what has caused the lid 
to blow on a spate of big ime sports 
personalities whose actions have 
brought problems and headlines. 

Closest to home is the woe of Gary 
Moeller, who resigned as University 
of Michigan football coach after a 
public drinking bout and encounter 
with the late night police patrol in 
Southfield. 

Then there’s Bobby Cox, manager 
of the Atlanta Braves, who either did 
or didn’t get into a fight with his wife. 
Police were called in on that one, but 
all the facts were not immediately 
clear. 

Dennis Erickson, former University 
of Miami football coach who moved 
on to the professional Scattle 
Seahawks, was charged with mixing a 
bottle with an auto. 

Pressure made them do it, some 
apologists claim. Big ume sports and 
the public spothght combine to create 
pressure tha! makes grown men crack. 

Therefore, they should be turcated 
gently. They're not really responsible 
for their actions. Society, which creates 
the pressure, is at least partly 
responsible. 

Or, so the line goes.

The time of year is approaching 
when the potenual for animal bites 
isextremely high. Whenever sucha 
bite occurs, the chance for rabies 
could possibly exist. 

Current updates and trends 
indicate animal bites are on the 
increase, Although Michigan 
statisuics for rabid animals are not 
particularly frightening, other 
neighboring states are showing an 
unusually high incidence of rabies. 
Health officials must always be alert 
to the possibility of an increase in 
Michigan statistics as well, 

Rabies is a deadly discase caused 
by a virus that attacks the nervous 
system. This virus lives inthe saliva 
and brain tissue of infected animals. 
It infects pets, livestock, wildlife 
and people who come in contact 
with infected saliva or brain tissue. 
This happens when a bite or scratch 
occurs or an accidental contact 
between open wounds/mucous 
membranes and infected saliva. 
Houschold pets, farm animals and 
even people may possibly contract 
rabics from infected wild or stray 
animals, 

Nationwide, animals that are 
considered at risk for spreading 
rabics are: Foxes, skunks, raccoons, 
bats, coyotes, bobcat, unvaccinated 
cats and dogs, and even some 
woodchucks and ferrets. In 
Michigan, the animals of greatest 
concern are bats, skunks and 

| unvaccinated cats. In fact, of the 18 


| rabid Michigan aninials identified 


in 1993, 16 were bats. However, 
any of the animals listed above could 
also be carriers of rabies in this state 
as well. An cpidemic of rabies in 
raccoons has occurred in 
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neighboring states and may be of 
concem here sometime in the future. 

All unfamihar animals should be 
treated with caution. Warn children 
not to touch wild animals or unfamiliar 
dogs and cats. No wild animals should 
be kept as pets. To discourage 
scavengers from residing near your 
house, keep garbage ughtly covered. 
Make sure your Own pets are 
vaccinated against rabies. Secure 
screens and doors to kcep wild animals 
out of your house. Call for assistance 
if a wild animal or bat enters your 
home. Bats are a particular concern to 
health departmentofficials. Although 
excellent consumers of insect pests, a 
small percentage of bats are infected 
with rabies. These bats appear normal 
in all respects to the ordinary observers. 
Last year, a bat from this area was 
captured and tested for rabies with a 
positive result. Consequently, bats 
should never be touched with bare 
hands, 


Ifafter all your best efforts an animal 
bite should occur, the response should 
be as follows: 

*If a bite occurs from any animal, 
allow it to bleed for several minutes 
then wash it thoroughly with soap and 
water. Don’t soak the wound which 
may Only increase other bacterial 
contamination. 

*Contact your physician al once, or 
if the bites are extensive and severe, 
take the victim to the hospital for 
ircatment. 

*Find out from the victim what type 
and species of animal inflicted the 
bite, its size and color and, ifsomeone’s 
pel, the name and address of the owner, 
Also, have the person explain how the 
incident happened, if the animal was 
provoked or unprovoked, the time it 
happened and any unusual behavior 
on the part of the animal. Make sure 
you know and can tell health officials 
the victiny’s immunization status, what 
ecauinent yuu gave die dite al bone, 
the location of the bite on the body and 
if this person has any medical 
conditions that affect his or her 
immunity. 

Call the health department toreport 


the bite, along with this other 

important infonnavon, and call the | 
Animal Control Authority to 
apprehend or confine the animal if | 
necessary. Do not apprehend at | 
yoursclf, Also do not kill the animal, 
since it may be needed to run tests, i 

*After the bic has beenexamined, || 
the physician will determine whether 
rabies ueatment is necessary. If it 
is, it should be started within 24 
hours. Various factors must be 
considered first. The mostimportant 
determining factor is the animal 
involved. Squirrels, chipmunks, 
gophers, gerbils, hamsters, rabbits, 
mice, moles, shrews, and rats are 
nol considered a source of rabies 
and anti-rabies treatment is not 
initiated for these biies. However, 
skunks, bobcat, raccoons, foxes, 
bats, coyotes, and dogs/cats which 
are nol immunized against rabies 
are always a risk. If a bite occurs 
from onc of these, furtherevaluation 
and follow-up are necessary, The 
health department will assist the 
physician in determining what the 
recommended treaumcnt should be. 

Know the signs and symptoms of 
rabies. Any change in an animal's 
expected behavior could bea sign of 
rabies. An animal may be stran gely 
shy or too easily approached, It may 
appear confused and sluggish or 
unusually excitable and aggressive, 
Other worrisome signs include 
daytime activity by a normally 
noctumal animal, staggering while 
walking, a strange inability to cat or 
drink, drooling, convulsions and 
frothing atthe mouth, paralysis,ora 
change in the sound of an animal's 
voice. 

Fortunately, the occurrence of 
rabies in domestic animals has been 
decreasing, thanks to the combined 
efforts of vetcrinarians, animal 
control, and health officials. 
However, the increasing numbers 
of casesaaiong wikdas nals CaHAOE |! 
be ignored. Treating these wild 
animals with a healthy respect, 
keeping them at a distance, and 
vaccinating your own pets can 
greatly reduce the risk of rabies, 
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agencies?

LOCK petition being 
circulated in Crawford 


A grassroots effort to stop child 
molesters from committing further 
acts has came to Crawford County. 
Bonita Chesner of the Frederic area 
is currently distributing a petition to 
show support of The Lock Out Child 
Crime Act of 1995 (HR 713) intro- 
duced to the Juvenile Justice Sub- 
committee. 

The petitions are provided by 
LOCK (Lock Out Child Krime), a 
national grassroots organization 
Started in Illinois by two women in 
1994, Sharon Linzy and Ila Perisin, 
both mothers, started LOCK after a 
man wanted on child-molestation 
charges in Spokane, Washington had 
been released from police custody 
near their homes. 

The man was released because the 
arrest warrant didn’t apply to Hlinois 
and the Spokane police wouldn’t pay 
the more than $3,000 for his extradi- 
tion. 


The women Jaunched a telephone 
protest to police, local political lead- 
ers and the news media to protest the 
man’s release, Within 24-hours, 
Spokane officials rewrote the arrest 
warrant, making it nationwide. The 
next day the man was picked up in 
Iilinois and held for extradition.

In Crawford County, the prosecut- 
ing attomey has issued approximately 
three warrants for child molestation » 
crimes since January 1995. 

The Lock Out Child Crime Act of 
1995 (HR 713) would expand federal 
jurisdiction, when a sex offender has 
a previous record. HR 713 will allow 
for federal prosecution and nation- 
wide extradition. If convicted, the 
federal sentence would be life in 
prison without parole. HR 713 also 
Strengthens state sentences for repeat 

offenders, 

LOCK is also pushing for changes 
inother areas such as requiring back- 
ground checks for all employees and 
volunteers in child sensitive occupa- 
tions through the national data base, 
require all convicted child molesters 
and sexual! criminals in the US toreg- 
ister their location for their entire 
lifetime and to set up a cornmittee fo- 
cusing strictly on our children and 
their safety.

How many residents of Crawford 
County are employed by the tourist 
trade?

travel expenditures generates an 
additional 26.8 jobs for the Michigan 
economy. In 1987, Crawford County 
had 62.9 jobs tn tourtsm-rclated 
businesses for every |,000 residents. 

We tend to have a flawed perception 
that the tounsm industry is nothing 
more than a collecuon of “hamburger- 
flipping” jobs. This perception needs 
tochange because all jobs are important 
to Crawford County's economic base. 

Tourism jobs will continue to be the 
first jobs of many living in Michigan 
prepanny them for careers within and 
outside of tourism. In many respects, 
the tourism industry reduces the burden 
on the State of Michigan to provide 
Job traming for those who want to 
enter the work force for the first time 
or make &@ UWansition from one 
occupavion to another, 

Communiues do not have wo engage 
in retention and expansion efforts of 
tourism businesses like they do when 
ik comes to manufactuang firms. 
Tourism businesses do not move to 
other parts of the world in search of 
lower wages or tax abatements. 
Therefore, our focus needs to be on 
expansion of tourism businesses to 
produce more jobs for ourcommunity. 

When acomimunity has asustainable 
tourism industry the residents will have 
a higher quality of life. More 
importantly, the quality of life a 
community has to offer make it 
possible to attract and retain high-tech 
businesses, which in tum create more 
high-skilled, high-wage jobs for the 
community,
